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NISTORI AS “MARIE STUART.”

8o entirely, and with the subtle Intuition of
real genfus, has Ristori graspel the nasture,
temperament, and mental conformation of the
last unfortunate doughter of the Il futed race of
the Btuarts, that scarcely anything I= left us
to desire in the delinestion ol & character whose
many varied shades, In Ristort’s hand, appears
before us Hke a master porirafi, to be remem-
bered foreven.

Behiller has taken sirange lHborties with the
life and history of this unfortunaste Scottish
Queen—Hberties entircly unwarranted by any
bistorienl fact whatever, The love of Leicester
for Mary has bven introdused, we suppose, to
“work up” the intercst of the tragedy. The
interview with Elizabeth is also purely tiotitions;
no such interview ever took place. Yot we
cannot regrot an loterpolation which
us a ecene oalling forth every power of
Ristori's genius in fillest and sublimest
sense. The struggles of the broken-hearted,
exiled, imprisoned duaughter of James the
First of Scotland, to vow her pride and sue
for mercy, if denied justice, to the hanghty
English Queen, was rendered with so touching
an acuteness, thot our own hearts did battle for
this noble lady, whose besuty had stirred the
sotils of three kinedoms, and whose bitter
wrongs unsheathed the sword of many s noble
knight, *‘to dare and die” in o just but hopeless
cause, The swelling pride of the daughter of a
“race of kings” was on Ristori’s 1ipe and o her
mien when, gonded by “Ellzabeth's” unwomnnly
taunte, she turns with flashing eyes und dilated
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form, und burls upon her  trivmphant
rival the bitterest gibe that  could falt
Lom  mortal lips — Bastarda, “Elizabeth”
shrinks and cowers before the mighty

indignation and withering =corn of her hated
rival=higher scems w0 rises the form ol the
captive Prineess—the blood of the old race of
,Seottizh sovereigns seems to rise and swell for
one last moment of triumph, in their outraged
daughter. Le sang azul resumes its sway, and
with n gesture of inimitable regal dignity and
command, she points to her feet, with the,words,
“Kuoeel thou fo me—for 'tis I who am thy sove-
reign. Her sival is baffled, humiliated, de.
fented, . All the woman’s nature asserts iisell in
the burst of joy with which she utters the line:

“Un ora di veudetta e di trionfo
(One hour of trinmph and revenge).”

Years of cruelty and insult wipe out theie
bitter wrongs in that one moment of  unmitl
gated trivmph. Now she will die content, She
has seen the brow of her vietorlous rival,
England's vaunted “maiden” Queen, flush with
the Ignominy of conzcious shame before fer.
To this dispirited captive, death is welcome afior
such a victory, Iu following with mind und
heart Adelaide Ristorl’s exquisite rendition of
this indescribable scene, we forgot the artist—
we saw only the Scottish Queen, the ijured
woman, the illfuted daughter of a doomed
house, whose illlomened birth the dying
futher greeted with the memorable worils,
vAlnek ! alack ! with a6 lussie came the
crown of Scotlund, and with 4 lassie shall 1t
puss uwuy!" In the oloaing act of this other-
wise powerfully written tragedy, we caunot too
strongly condenm the hiberty Schiller takes,
both with truth and history, in making “Marie”
confess her complicity in the murder of her
husbapd, “Lord Darnley.'” Suspicion, vague
and nndefined, was all that ever left 4 staw on
the sad, eventful life of one of the fairest and
most unfortunste of women. Her marriage
with the “Earl of Bothwell” was compulsory;
her free will had no part in i, Even her
mies have admitted this,

The scene tipon the scaffold, the parting with
her maldens, the fathtul followers of her exile,
the sweet compassionate teuderness ol her
“ Addio per sempre addio,” tonched all the deep
feeling of the heart. Exquisite in delicacy,
langusge is not softjenough to describe it. Then
in her womanly, agitated entreaty lo the stern
‘Pailot” to permit her the attendance of one
maiden, that even on the scaffold her person
might not be profaned by the touch of a ‘‘base-
born churl,” the modesty of the womun, and
the pride of her race, spoke us one iu this
request,

Powerfully, grandly, delicately, as this world-
renowned character is delineated and brought
before us “to the lie,"as it were, by Ristori,
yet we miss o something even in so pertect u
portrayal. Adeluide Ristori does not ideustize,
She gives us “‘Marie Stuart,” wround whose
name =0 many 1omantic legend<cling, and we
miss this, She does pol elevate this churscter,
or clotbe It with *‘imagination’s fervid glow."”
She draws it 1o berself. She rises to no poetical
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fden. Toher gesticulation she is sugular, She
bns not the curved lines of perieet grace, Her
peculinr genins makes no  appeals 1o the

imugination, but sime at the Leart, and with
the resistless graces of naturce's own unembil.
lished appeals, carries it captive.
